The irrigation districts are great producers of feed. Forage 
crops, barley, oats, corn, etc., are produced in great abun- 
dance. But wheat production on irrigated land on any large 
ycale is questionable from an economic standpoint. The true 
place of irrigation in Southern Alberta is to work in as a sup- 
plementary agricultural activity to wheat raising, to provide 
a constant and abundant supply of feed grains and forages, to 
supply a steadily increasing volume of vegetables and fruit, 
and to act as a general stabilizer of agriculture throughout the 
south. 


The Problem of Irrigation 


The big difficulty irrigation farming has encountered is 
limited markets. If Calgary and Edmonton were cities of 200,- 


000 population each, and if Lethbridge and Medicine Hat had | 


50,000 people apiece, the picture would be completely 
changed. These cities would consume all the produce that 
could be raised under irrigation. As matters stand the Alberta 
market is limited and other markets are far away. This situa- 
tion, combined with the low prices prevailing during the de- 
pression, has made irrigation farming a difficult undertaking 
when the land has been required to bear the capital cost as 
well as current charges. 

The new plan now being considered eliminates the capital 
costs. That is a primary step of the utmost importance. With 
low land valuation settlers have the opportunity to pay out on 
their farms and their own places. That is the “ultima thule” 
the end everyone most desires. No farm family can be content- 
ed with a heavy debt hanging over their farm home. The most 
contented countryside is the one in which the majority of the 
farmers own their farms.

Surroundings would not be so strange as if the man 
and his family were landed in the woods of the north, miles 
from railways, schools, hospitals, good roads and convenient 
markets. 


These are matters which settlers on the irrigation block 
should consider at the present time. Expanding vision and 


self-confidence is needed. Certain risks must be taken but are 
not risks a part of everyday business? The big businessman is 
always willng to take risks and therein lies his greatness.

Dominion Meteorological

Plants take carbon, dioxide and a 
small quantity of oxygen from the 
air, but otherwise they depend large- 
ly on the soil for nourishment. Min- 


the chief plant foods contained ih the 
soil, and because they are being con- 
tinually drawn upon by the growing 
plants, it is necessary that they be 
replaced from time to time. 

This process is known as fertilizing 
the soil, and the three chief sub- 
stances used are: Phosphates of cal- 
clum, nitrogeneous matter, and com- 
pounds of potassium. 

The phosphates of calcium come 
chicfly from rock phosphates, 70% 
of which are composed of phosphates 
of calcium. These rocks are ground 
up and treated with sulphuric acid 
before being suitable to be used as 
fertilizers. Ground-up bone is an-

Canadian Fur Farms 


Wide Variety Of Pett Pelts Now Coming 
From Over 6,000 Farms 

There are now over 6,000 fur farms 
in Canada, over 5,000 of them being 
fox farms, The total value of the 
animals on the farms is nearly 7, 000,- 
000 dollars. In the early days of the 
industry attention was directed 
chiefly to the silver fox, but, although 
this kind is st'll by far of greatest 
importance, other kinds of fur-bear- 
ing animals are being raised success- 
fully on Canadian farms. As a mat- 
ter of fact during the last three 
years more muskrat skins were cured 
in Canada than any other kind. 

The mink in particular seems to 
thrive in captivity. Other kinds of 
animals r-ised on the farms includé 
raccoon, skunk, marten, fisher, cov- 
ote, badger, lynx, fitch, ferret, 
weasel, nutria, muskrat and beaver. 
Nutria is a native of South America

The Part The United States Is Des- 
’ ‘tined To Play In Its Maintenance 

America has become a world power. 
She speaks as such and expects to 
be listened to as ¢cuch; but no man 
and no nation can permanently main- 
tain rights untess he or it -accepts 
the .responsibilities which flow from 
them. Noblesse oblige; in every 
privilege is inherent a corresponding 
duty. Unless the duty is accepted, 
the privilege cannot be sustained—| 
good democratic doctrine, surely, | 
which should appeal to the great re- 
public. 

The United States may still avoid 
entangling: arrangements in Europe. 
They may isolate themselves, but 
they cannot immunize themselves, as 
the course of the Great War shows. 
Their concern with Europe grows 
greater and their co-operation tends 
to inecrcase as their commerce. grows 
and ther interests widen. Must not 
Americans sometimes ack themselves 
whether it wceuld not be wiser-— | 
and safer—to tr¥ to guide events 
rather than merely to suffer their 
consequences ? | 

I put the question only. I do not 
attempt to answer it. I venture only | 
the prediction that if ever Americans | 
are led by events to answer it in the 
affirmative, common interests and 
common habits of thought will make 
Great Britain and America the sup-| 
porters of common ideas and associ | 
ates in the cause of freedom and of} 
peace. | 

Perhaps of more immediate inter- 
est to Americans than the dangers 
and difficulties of the Old World are 
the problems of the Pacific. New| 
currents are stirring in the Far Kast;
